PCT/US99/1341 1 , filed June 15, 1999, which claims the benefit of Provisional 
Application No. 60/089,294, filed June 15, 1998, the entire contents of which are hereby 
incorporated by reference. The present Application is also related to and hereby 
incorporates by reference the entire contents of Application No. 08/810,712 filed March 
3, 1997 now U.S. Patent No. 6,160,106 issued 12/12/2000 and Application No. 
08/631,097, filed April 12, 1996 now U.S. Patent No. 5,968,816 issued 10/19/1999. 
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The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-15, 17-20, 23-24, 27-28, 32-40 are directed to a calmodulin- 
dependent serine/threonine kinase of specific amino acid sequence, fragments of said 
kinase either being capable of inducing cell death or being capable of inhibiting the 
ability of the kinase to induce cell death, DNA sequences encoding all said products, 
vectors, host cells and compositions comprising said DNA sequences and a method of 
neutralizing mRNA sequences encoding said kinase utilizing specifically claimed 
antisense RNA molecules. 

Claimed amino acid sequence of said kinase and its encoding DNA sequence 
are free of prior art. Further the prior art does not teach or suggest preparing such 
specifically claimed sequences. Hence, said sequences are both novel and non- 
obvious. Since said sequences are both novel and non-obvious, specifically claimed 
fragments thereof, vectors, host cells, compositions comprising said DNA sequences or 
said fragments thereof, and a method of neutralizing an mRNA encoding said kinase 
utilizing claimed antisense RNA molecules are also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 1-5, 7-10, 12-15, 17-20, 23-24, 27-28, 32-40 are allowed.
